Village President: A brief discussion was held about establishing a Municipal Tax on the sale of Adult Use Cannabis in the
Village of North Utica. The established 3% tax would take effect on January 1, 2020 when Recreational Cannabis becomes
Legal in the State of Illinois. There will be only 500 Adult Use Cannabis businesses allowed in the State of Illinois and the tax
on the sales of such will be approx. 45%. Attorney Klein noted that the Village Board would still have the authority to
decide if a Dispensary would be permitted in the community if a request is received for such a business to operate in the
Village, however by adopting the Ordinance to establish a tax, then the 3% Municipal tax would already be in place if that
happens. Also, the Ordinance needs to be filed with the State of Illinois by October 1, 2019 to have the tax effective on
January 1, 2020.
It was then motioned by Trustee Schrader, seconded by Trustee Schweickert to approve an Ordinance establishing a 3%
Municipal Tax on the sale of Adult Use Cannabis. ORD 2019-26
